The chief damage clone to 
our crops in not by thu great storms that 
destroy shipping and wreck buildings, 
but by storms quite local in origin and 
in range. The general service can only 
refer to these in general terms as local 
storms "in northern Illinois," or "in 
western New York,"or "along the gulf;" 
but a stato service would have for its 
special work to forecast these less ex- 
tended and localized disturbances and 
announce them to tlio agriculturists, 
Professor Nipher reminds us Hint in 1883 
the telephone will be public property, 
and can bo used by eucli a state service 
to communicate with 
every farm.

Another Account. 


WILKE3BARRI, Pa., Feb. 26.—Eleven 


girls, varying in age from thirteen to 
twsnty-two, lost (heir lives in Powell's 
squib factory 
at Plymouth yesterday 


afternoon, Powder squibb are manufact- 
ured at this place for the use of miners. 
The squib is a sort of fuse which is in- 
serted in the drilled hole. Girls are em- 
ployed to make these sqaibs because then- 
labor is cheaper and they can do the work 
more satisfactorily than men. Powell's 
squibs are used in probabably every mine 
in the United States and Canada, and 
some are exported to the British collier- 
ies. When trade is good the factory em- 
ploys about eighty girls. Latterly, how- 
every, trade has been somewhat slack, 
and last week part of the machinery broke 
down, and the superintendent was com- 
pekd to lay off forty of the girls. 
Yes- 


terday morning all hands reported for 
work, but the machinery \vas not yet in 
order, and all were »ent home with the 
exception of about seventeen, who were 
retained to do some odd job<. 


When the twelve o'clock whistle blew, 


six of the girls, who lived near by, went 
to tooir homes-for their midday meal; the 
remainder, eleven all told, ate their din- 
ner in the factory. After all bad dined, 
the girls adjourned to an ante-room con- 
taining a stove. Here they all sat and 
chatted on various topics. Maggie Lynch 
aaid she had an invitation to a social in 
the evening. Charles Beatley had asked 
her to accompany him, and she iaid 
she guessed she would go- 
All 
the 


other girls urged her to do so, saying she 
would have a goodtime. AVliat passed be- 
tween the girls after that ia not known. 
There the story stops short. Alice Eeese, 
who carried dinner for two of the work- 
ers, left for home after Miss Lynch had 
told of her intentioi of goingto the social. 


A few minutes before one o'clock, al- 


most starting-up time, John Thomsa, who 
resides near the factory, was sitting at o 
table eating his dinner, when a violenl 
explosion shook thu dishes from the table. 
At first he thought it was an explosion in 
the mines, but looking out of the window, 
he saw the roof of the factory shooting up 
in the air, and when it fell back again the 
sides ot the building were falling iu. 
Than fire enveloped the debris, and iu ten 
minutes' time the structure was reduced 
to ashes. The speed of the names was so 
rapid that it was impossible tor any one to 
enter the wrecked building. 


The minors from the Gaylord slope 


rushed to th- burning building and 
heroically attempted to pull away the 
burning timbers so that they might enter 
and possibly save the lives of some of the 
imprisoned 
girhs, but the flames had 


gained too much headway, and the men 
were absolutely powt-i les«. 


When tbu firemen arrived they found 


that their hose was not long enough to 
reach the fire from the nearest water sup- 
ply, 
so that they were alsu unable to ren- 


der any material assistance. 


When the fire finally died out for want 


of material to feed upon, the bodies of 
the unfortunate girls were dug from the 
debris. Their heads, arms tind legs were 
gone; nothing remaiued but their charred 
bodies which were entirely unrecogniz- 
able, Miss Maggie Lyuch's body being 
recognized only by its large size. 


Thousands of persons had 
gathered 


about the wrecked building; and the pit- 
eous cries of the relatives of the dead 
girli were heart-rending. 


All of the bodies that could be found 


were placed in blankets and taken to Un • 
dertaker Williams' establishment, where 
the relatives gathered and vainly endeav- 
ored to recognize the charred remains: 


Toe following is a complete list of those

The only person who was in the build- 


ing at the time of the explosion who re- 
mains to tell the story is Foreman Reese, 
and ho is fatally burned. Hesaythewas 
standing by a stove when the first explo- 
sion was heard. HeuBsbed to the door to 
notify the girls, when several explosions 
occurred, and he next found himself in 
the cellar. He Tannaged to crawl out into 
the open air, bat is so terribly burned thai 
he can live but a short time. 


The cause of the explosion is uot yet 


known. Mr. Powell says there was but a 
small quantity of powdi«r in the building, 
a magazine Bear by being used as a stor- 
age-house. One theory is that a box oi 
squibs became ignited from spontaneous 
combustion, and exploded.

BISHOP VIKCENT'S LBCTUBE. 


He Talks About "That Boy's Sister" 


and What She Should Be. 


"O, bright and shining tning- 
Wlmt sh&lt thou be hereafter?" 


Bishop J. H. Vincent, of the Methodist 


Episcopal church, filled his appointment 
at the opera bouse last night, lecturing 
on "That Boy's Sister," a subject closely 
allied to "That Boy," under the auspices 
of the ladies of the First M. E. Church. 
The Bishop, who is no stranger in Deca- 
tur, was presented by Bey. Janes Miller. 
He was warmly received, and in return 
gave his 300 auditors a noble and enter- 
taining address on the different types of 
womanhood aa found in every commun- 
ity. He consumed over an hoar's time 
in the delivery of the lecture, which in 
brief was a series ot humorous and serious 
pictures ot life in the home and in society. 
He would have Blossom, the name of 
that boy's sister, at the age of 14, givan a 
thorough physical education, wholesome 
food, an abundance of sleep and every 
advantage given the boy of the same age; 
he would have her mind stored with 
every essential knowledge ior the proper 
development of her intellectual powers, 
and be given a thorough domestic educa- 
tion, a knowledge of housekeeping which 
will become invaluable to her in after 
years when she will have a home of her 
own, 
so that at the age of 21, with all this 


knowledge, when the lover comes, she 
will be prepared for the duties ot wife- 
hood, prepared to make the home all that 
it should be. Better than all he would 
have thu mother-spirit, the glory of 
woman-hood, encouraged and developed 
in every woman. 


He gave as three important spheres for 


woman, the kitchen, nursery and the par- 
lor, in either of which her true womanly 
influence may be exerted to the end that 
the home may be brightened and labor 
ennobled. He would not have it under- 
stood that woman should be confined to 
the kitchen but he insisted that the 
daughters of the opulent home should 
acquaint themselves with the secret of 
good housekeeping, treat the servants 
with proper respect, and 
give their 


thoughts and time to home instead of 
folio a ing the beck and call of fashion as 
it is understood in these modern times. 
To those women UTffhom the lovers do 
not come, opportunities to be independ- 
ent aud useful are offered in the differ- 
ent professions, and here they can match 
the men in skill and intelligence. The 
Bishop would have every mother's first 
consideration and aim in life, How shall 
I make my daughter a pure woman, strong 
and patient? No true mother will allow 
her daughter to indulge in silly talk, 
read sensational trash, or love stories, 
full of sickening sentiment, and she will 
never lose her daughter. Her daughter 
is her jewel, and it is her mission to make 
her pure, strong and patient, the glorious 
privilege of motherhood. The lecturer 
did not.overlook the woman wi th limited^ 
opportunities in life, who nobly do their 
duty, nor the old maids some of whom 
are blessings, nor the devotee of fashion, 
nor the garrulous "subject," loud-talking, 
noisy and always found here and there in 
the homes of refinement, an annoyance 
to her sensitive relatives and a delight 
to Bob. 


Evidently Bishop Vincent is not an 


advocate of woman suffrage as now under- 
stood, He believes that woman, without 
whom man would not exist, should con- 
tinue to occupy her present position, us- 
ing her dominating influence as felt in 
the model home, the mother first look- 
ing after her boys, instilling in their 
minds proper thoughts and ambitions, 
and always encouraging that spirit of 
love and self-respect so potent in every 
happy home. The speaker thought if 
tha right of suffrage was given woman 
we would find Mrs. Foster voting the 
Republican ticket, Mrs, Colquitt the 
Democratic ticket, Misfi 
Willard the 


third party ticket and the Catholic hus- 
band and wife voting as dictated by the 
Vatican. As delicately as possible the 
Bishop opposed the proposition taking 
the position that if granted the right of 
suffrage it would add nothing to the 
power of woman but might possibly de- 
tract from it. 


The peroration was a beautiful word 


picture of placing the crown of glory 
upon the true woman—the woman de- 
voted to her home, her husband and her 
children—the woman pure, strong and 
patient. 


Tne weather was very unpropitioue, 


and consequently the Bishop did not 
have as large a hearing as he would have 
had. 
The snow siorm took the form of a 


blizzard and it was extremely unpleasant 
for people to be out. The Bishop him- 
self was driven to the hall in "a carriage.
